“ It is well kno wn,” said Dr. Hurty , 
“ that all cases o f diphtheria are no t 
repo rted, many being diag no sed as 
to nsilitis and so re thro at. In o ne in­ 
stance where a culture and micro ­ 
sco pic 
ex aminatio n 
sho wed 
diph­ 
theria, the phy sician said it was ca ­ 
tarrhal inllamntio n o f the thro at. 
In 


e v e ry case o f so re thro at a culture 
sho uld be taken and there sho uld be 
a micro sco pical ex aminatio n, fo r it is 
kno wn that fro m 10 to 15 per cent, o f 
such cases are diphtheria.” 
The fact th at th ere were three 
times as many cases o f diphtheria 
this September as during the co rre­ 
spo nding mo nth last; y ear and mo re 
than twice as many deaths Dr. Hurty 
reg ards as disco urag ing . 
Ty pho id fev er co nditio ns this Sep­ 
tember, ho wev er, were mo re enco ur­ 
ag ing . 
There were 446 cases o f this 
disease in sev enty -six co unties, with 
118 deatlis. 
In

He had seen a per­ 
formance of “The Cid,” which im­ 
pressed him so forcibly that be de­ 
cided to write a classic drama. Within 
a short time lie had finished nearly 
four acts of n play, which he entitled 
“ Hector.** Then came his election as a 
brigadier general, and the manuscript 
was thrown into a desk, where ho 
found it again by chance in 1805. Na­ 
poleon then sent for Luce de Lancivul, 
gave him the manuscript and directed 
him to finish the play. This was done, 
but the players refused to accept it. 
When Napoleon returned to Paris from 
the coronation at Naples he learned of 
the contemptuous manner in which his 
work had been treated. He demanded 
the manuscript and wrote across it: 
“The players of the Comedie Fran* 
caise will produce the tragedy which 
in their stupidity they rejected. Napo­ 
leon.’* Two hours later the work was 
accepted. 
In three weeks it w^as pro­ 
duced before a brilliant audience, de­ 
clared a success, a ml the alleged au­ 
thor was decorated with the grand 
cross of the Legion of Honor.

The history o f Persia from a re­ 
lig ious standpoint is a most interesting 
one. 
It was so situated that in the 


ritory 
_ 
_ , 
controversies aud conflicts, both Chris­ 
tian and Mohammedan. 
It is also in­ 
teresting because of 
the intim ate re­ 
lations that existed in Old .testament 
times between Persia aud the people 
o f God. 
The J ewish prophets predict­ 
ed the destruction of all the surround­ 
ing nations, and their prophecies have 
come true. 
But Persia was never de­ 
nounced,'and it stands today as one 
of the nations of the world. 
It w a s, 
throug h Cy rus, king o f Persia, that 
the chosen people were allowed to re­ 
turn to J erusalem. 
The early relig ion 
was that o f Zoroastrianism—the wor­ 
ship of 
fire—and 
it, 
like 
J udaism, 
taug ht the existence of our God. This 
was another tie that bound the two na­ 
tions tog ether. 
This unique relation­ 
ship between J udah and Persia existed 


It cannot be said that Christianity 
has ever had a strong hold upon I er- 
sian life. Christianity was early press 
cd upon the Persians, but the old faith 
o f Zoroaster as the state relig ion pre­ 
dominated. 
Persian king s often fa-' 
vored Christianity , but the people held 
fast to the old faith. 
It was a hard 
field, and progress was slow. 
And 
then in the fifth century there were bit­ 
ter controversies 
within the Christian 
church, which finally led to a separa­ 
tion between the eastern Christians 
and those of the west. 
This final sep­ 
aration was the Nestorian controversy 
concerning 
the .nature of Christ.

Persian em peror championed the cause 
Nestor ins, 
probably

rians made great progress throughout 
Persia. 
The next religious movement 
was the complete subjugation
